Approve Naval Officer Increase 

With chances fading for enactment of 
the Navy personnel bill at the present 
session of Congress, the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee this week determined 
to press for immediate passage of one 
feature of the measure—increase of the 
Line officer strength by commissioning 
all future graduates of the Naval Aca- 
demy. 

Under the terms of a Dill 
and reported to the House 
the whole of future Naval Academy 
classes would be commissioned regard- 
less of authorized strength limitations, 
the excess created being carried in the 
lowest two commigsioned ranks. In addi- 
tion, commissions will be offered to all 
qualified graduates of the Class of 1933 
who will be brought in ahead of the 
coming June class. 

The Navy Department personnel bill, 
which provides for selection to the 
grades of lieutenant and lieutenant com- 
mander in addition to providing addi-

pay cut. Manner of payment will be 
left to local administrators and in some 
cases it is expected that the payment 
will be by supplemental vouchers and in 
others on the next regular pay day. Re- 
tired personnel of the Army, who are 
paid by the Finance Office, Washington, 
Db. C., will be mailed checks as soon 
after April 1 as practicable. Similar 
arrangements will probably be made by 
the Navy. 

Passage of the bill over the Presi- 
dent’s veto this week came as a surprise 
to many. When’ the Senate on March 
26 accepted the House amendments sub- 
stituting the 5 and 5 pay restoration 
and the compromise on veterans benefits, 
it had been expected that the President 
would sign the measure. His veto, was 
speedily overriden by the House March 
27 by a vote of 310 to 72, directly fol- 
lowing the receipt of the veto message. 


While this was foreseen, the Adminis- 
tration had banked on the Senate to 
sustain the veto. However, but 27 


Democrats were willing to buck the vet- 
erans and go along with the President 
and the upper house voted the bill into 
law, 68 to 27, the Republicans voting 
enmasse to override. 

As finally passed the bill contains the 
following provisions which affect per- 
sonnel of the regular services: 

Restores five per cent of the pay cut 
effective Feb. 1, 1934, five per cent effec- 
tive July 1, 1934, and gives the President 
authority to restore the remainder on 
Jan. 1, 1935, under the same terms as 
at present, i. e., if the cost of living rises 
to the 1928 scale. This same percentage 
of restoration will also apply to rental 
and subsistence allowances, notwith- 
standing the present executive order. 
Despite press reports to the contrary, 
department officials assert positively 
that the retroactive feature of the pay 
restoration will apply to the services as 
well as to civilian employes. 

Repeals the ban on automatic In- 
creases effective July 1, 1934, except 
that officers of the six services under 
1922 Pay Act will not receive increased 
pay for longevity accruing after July 1, 
1932. That is, an officer who attained 
a new pay period during the time the 


pay “freeze” was in effect will receive 
the base pay of the higher grade next 
July first, plus whatever longevity he 


had earned prior to July 1, 1982, 
Continues for another year the section 
banning payment of reenlistment bonus. 
Restores Spanish American War pen- 
sions to 75 per cent of the level under 
the old law in effect prior to passage 
of the Economy Act. This will increase 
the pension of widows of personnel of 
the regular services who are now draw-

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Nation’s Press Divided on Lindbergh’s Refusal to Serve on Drum Board 


Colonel Lindbergh's refusal to serve on the board named by Secretary of War 
Dern to study the training and facilities of the Army Air Corps has been both 
condemned and approved by the press of the nation. Some of the newspapers 
are of the opinion that he has shown himseif in a poor light in the matter, while 
others contend that in the light of his views on the cancellation of the airmail con- 
tracts, it was the only course open to him. 





“In his refusal Colonel Lindbergh has not refused the invitation of the Sec- 
retary of War,” says the Newport News T'imes-Herald, “he has refused to serve his 
country, his fellow citizens—in an emergency where he is peculiarly fitted to be 
of real value.” 





On the other hand, the Youngstown Vindicator states that “any man whose 
heart is in his work as Lindbergh’s is would reply to the President just as he has 
and would never think that he had done anything disrespectful,’ the Boston 
Transcript believes he should be admired for “his resolute judgment” in refusing 
to change his mind. “Any impartial person will agree that Colonel Lindbergh could 
not have done differently without a sacrifice of his self-respect,” says the 7'ranscript. 





The Baltimore Sun declares that Colonel Lindbergh is confusing two issues 
which should be considered separately. “There is first of all,” states the Sun, “a 
simple question as to the cancellation of the airmail contracts with private com- 
panies. And there is, secondly, a question as to the standards of equipment and 
training in the Army Air Service, which has had a distressing succession of 
casualties since it took over the task from which the private companies were 
debarred, * * * There is no sound reason why he should allow his attitude on the 
one question to stand in the way of his making a contribution to the study of the

The Pueblo, Colo., Star-Journal considers that the Colonel “showed excellent 
judgment when he respectfully declines to become a member of a committee which 
has for its ultimate object the control, if not the ownership of commercial aviation.” 





The Omaha World-Herald, however, takes the position that “Lindbergh was 
not asked to inquire into the propriety of the order; he was asked to give technical 
advice on the manner in which the Army followed it out,” and adds that “it is 
with unbecoming impudence that Lindbergh sulks because he thinks the adminis- 


tration acted ‘contrary to American principles. 


“Colonel Lindbergh’s latest note to Secretary of War Dern, sharply reiterating 
his refusal to participate in an investigation as affecting Army aviation,” says the 
Wichita Beacon, “is likely to put the temper of the American people to the test” 
This paper also suggests that as an officer in the Reserve force, “he is morally 
subject to the call of his country.” 





“Colonel Lindbergh is, of course, entitled to his own free choice as to accept. 
ing a place in the Dern committee,” states the Hartford Times. “We question 
whether in again refusing appointment he has been guided by a proper sense of 
response to the public interest.” 

The Muskegon Chronicle is inclined to blame Secretary Dern’s “mistaken tae. 
tics” for the embarrassing situation, while the Charlotte, N. C. News remarks: 
“There seems to have been no meeting of the airman’s and the cabinet officer's 
minds, If that is not the way of it, then one of the two of them certainly hag 
pulled a fast one.” 








“Lindbergh is not lending himself to what he may consider a Government 
set-up for a whitewash and become a party to it,” declares the Allentown Morning 
Call. The South Bend Tribune sees “the administration’s face-saving strategy ip 
the airmail matter” as “seriously impaired by the latest Lindbergh statement.” 





The Bergen, N. J. Hvening Record finds it “regrettable that a man as much 
admired as Colonel Lindbergh should adopt a petty attitude in this affair.” 





“When President Roosevelt appears sincerely determined to use the advice 
requested for the purpose of putting our national air defense in proper condition,” 
say the Jersey City Journal, “most people will think that Colonel Lindbergh could 
afford to sheath his hatchet.” 





“It is a great pity that the symbolical figuré which is Lindbergh's, whether it 
was speaking truly or falsely, should have spoken at all,” states the Richmond 
Times-Despatch. “The ‘Lone Eagle’ does not appear well in a quarrel.” 





The Owensboro, Ky., Messenger-Inquirer believes that “the country will regret 
that he did not decide either to serve on the committee or to decline the honor with 
ordinary courtesy.” 

To the Asbury Park Hvening Press, the action does not seem “in line with 
Colonel Lindbergh’s reputation for public service.”

(Continued from First Page) 
ing pension under the Spanish War law 
(non service-connected) to $22.50 a 
month, Prior to enactment of the Econ- 
omy Act these widows drew $30 a month 
and were cut to $15 by the President's 
regulations of last March. The increase 
in pension is effective as of the date of 
passage of the Act. 

Those widows who were formerly 
drawing $30 a month under the Spanish 
War law and were cut off because they 
had outside income exceeding $1,000 a 
year are still discriminated against, al- 
though the new act changes this section, 
somewhat providing that only those who 
were exempted from payment of Federal 
income tax during the year preceding 
This is ex- 
pected to add a number to the rolls. 

The section restoring double pension 
to widows and dependents of personnel 
who lost their lives in the Akron and 
J-8 disaster and possibly also the Shen- 
andoah crash, was left out of the bill. 

The so-called Borah amendment, con- 
tinuing the 15 per cent pay cut for all 
Government personnel drawing more 
than $6,000 a year was also dropped 
from the measure.

Coast Guard News 

A report outlining a new aviation 
policy for the Coast Guard, drawn up 
by the direction of Secretary Morgen- 
thau, has been submitted to him and is 
now under consideration. 

The study was made in view of the 
additional air duties taken on by the 
Coast Guard with the transfer from the 
Customs Service of aerial patrolling of 
the Canadian and Mexican borders. The 
Coast Guard now has the responsibility 
of patrolling both the land and sea 
frontiers and a large increase in Coast 
Guard aviation will be necessary. 

With respect to the personnel of the 
Customs Service now handling the aer- 
ial, patrol, it is said that probably 
most of these will be assigned to other 
duties with the Customs Service. The 
result will be that the Coast Guard 
must train a considerable number of 
flyers. It is estimated unofficially that 
nearly one hundred aviators will be 
needed for the new duties. Presumably 
junior officers of the service would be 
trained at the Naval Air Station, Pensa- 
cola, Fla., for this work. What will be 
done in the matter, however, is not as 
yet settled.

Tours of Foreign Service 


legislation to limit tours of duty at 
foreign stations of the Army is receiving 
serious consideration by the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. 

Members of the Committee are aroused 
over allegations to the effect that every 
transport returning to the United States 
is flied with men broken in health from 
daying too long in the tropics and are 
onsidering writing into law a provision 
tht tours of foreign duty may exceed 
two years. 

Hearings have been held by the group 
m two bills which would repeal the 
provision of the Economy Act prescrib- 
ing a three-year minimum tour of for- 
eign duty. One of these measures, HR 
6187 would simply leave the question of 
the length of tours on foreign station 
to the War Department, by repealing 
net only that section of the Economy 
Act but also an Act of March 4, 1915, 
limiting the tour of duty in the Phillip- 
pines and Panama. 

The other measure, HR 8567, intro- 
dueed by Representative Brent Spence, 
Democrat of Kentucky, goes further and 
provides that no officer or enlisted man 

be kept on foreign duty for more

The War Department 
Opposes this feature of the bill.

War Department’s position on a proposal 
of this kind, Major,” Representative 
McSwain then asked? “Several Medical 
officers have suggested to me that it 
would be better to require men to spend 
at least six months in the United States 
before being sent to a foreign station, 
thus giving them a chance to harden up 
to the life. Would they be in favor of 
putting such a mandatory provision into 
law?” 

“I believe that the War Department 
would be in favor of such a plan,” an- 
swered Major Hedrick. “It would have 
to be written into law. At present we 
enlist men for duty at foreign station.”

Army Training Directive 

The Adjutant General of the Army 
this week promulgated the War Depart- 
ment Training Directive for the fiscal 
year 1934-35. The directive covers the 
training year beginning July 1, 1934, 
and supercedes the one for 1932-33 which 
was extended to cover the current year. 

Decentralization in the conduct of 
training is continued as well as the giv- 
ing of full authority to subordinate com- 
manders within their respective fields 
of responsibilities. Junior officers and 
enlisted men will be rotated in positions 
appropriate to their grades and officers 
and selected enlisted men will be trained 
in the duties of higher grades. 

“The first duty of the Army,” the di- 
rective points out, “is war. All com- 
manders will seek to reduce the de- 
mands of routine administration and 
will emphasize the importance of train- 
ing.” 

Frequent mention is made in the di- 
rective of the necessity of training for 
operations against high speed armored 
vehicles and against aircraft. 

The directive outlines the training of 
the Regular Army as follows: 

“(3) Command post exercises should 
be held primarily for the technical in- 
struction of command, staff and com- 
munications personnel and may assume 
war strength organization and frontages.

Exercises held for a command as a 
whole are essentially tactical and in such 
exercises command and communications 
installations should be reduced, if neces- 
sary and made appropriate to the ac- 
tual size of the command, 


Infantry, Cavalry and Engineers 

“(1) Special emphasis will be laid 
upon the tactical training of squads, 
sections and platoons in the execution 
of small problems and upon developing 
qualities of leadership in the comman- 
ders of these units. These problems will 
be progressive, both in regard to their 
nature and to the size of the unit en- 
gaged. They will be conducted both 
with and without actual firing and no 
unit larger than a platoon will engage 
in a combat practice firing problem. The 
importance of range estimation and the 
necessity for placing effective fire upon 
areas containing indistinct or invisible 
targets will be emphasized. Stress will 
be laid upon the power of automatic 
weapons ; formations to limit losses from 
hostile fire, both from ground and air; 
the necessity for maneuver; and the use 
of terrain. 

“(2) Training of the personnel of rifle 
units in the use of the machine gun will 
continue. Firing will be conducted, 
within the limits of ammunition author- 
ized. This training will stress the mech- 
anical operation and basic tactics of 
the machine gun, so that all front line 
troops may be prepared to use this 
weapon in emergencies or in situations 
requiring additional machine gun fire. 

“(3) At least one field exercise during 
the year should include the actual con- 
struction of field fortifications. 

Field Artillery 

“(1) Units armed with the 75-mm gun 
or howitzer will emphasize the develop- 
ment of tactics and of the technique of 
fire against all types of high speed ar- 
mored vehicles. 

“(2) Some of the problems for service 
practice will simulate the close support 
of infantry, which should be represented 
on the ground by silhouette targets. 

Coast Artillery 

“Training of all Coast Artillery troops 
will stress the delivery of effective fire 
against high speed targets, on the water 
or in the air. Active harbor defenses 
will engage in such minor joint exer- 
cises with the Navy as can be arranged 
by Corps Area or Department Comman- 
ders. Antiaircraft artillery regiments 
will participate as far as practicable in 
the fleld training of other arms and will 
emphasize training for combined opera- 
tions. Railway and tractor drawn regi- 
ments will stress training for rapid 
movement and occupation of positions. 

Combined Field Exercises 

“Funds permitting, the mobile troops 
of each Corps Area and Department will 
be assembled once during the year in 
one or more concentration camps for a 
period of not less than two weeks for 
combined field exercises. Combined 
training will be conducted at other times 
whenever practicable. Troops of ex- 
empted stations may participate in com- 
bined field exercises, subject to special

The Army Horse 


Holding that in spite of the advent of 
motors the horse and mule will long re- 
main important and necessary, an inter- 
esting circular has been distributed in 
the Fifth Corps Area. The text of the 
circular, entitled “Care, Appearance and 
Equipment of Horses and Mules,” fol- 
lows: 

“1, When motor transportation en- 
tered the Army, it did not entirely elimi- 
nate the horses and the mule, but it did 
cause a redistribution of the burdens of 
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transportation in the ‘nterests of the 
service and of increased mobility. For 
a long time to come, the horse and mule 
will remain the fighting man’s best reli- 
ance for transportation in shifting sand 
and bottomless mud, especially under 
war conditions when roads are not avail- 
able or have been destroyed and bridges 
have been rendered useless. This being 
so, the horses and mules that remain 
with us in the Army must be kept up 
fully to the best standards. 

“2. Inspections show that the appear- 
ance of a fine command is too often 
marred by the presence of animals not 
properly groomed and trimmed, with 
equipment not up to standard and with 
riders slouching in the saddle. 

“3. Too often an officer, occasionally 
mounted, who is to appear in a forma- 
tion, does not see his mount until assem- 
bly sounds. This is difficult to under- 
stand. When an officer knows he is to 
be turned out mounted, he should at once 
investigate to determine what horse is to 
be assigned him. He should mount up 
if opportunity is afforded, and so become 
acquainted with the particular animal 
and its habits. The officer should see 
to his equipment, and that of his orderly, 
staff and command, well in advance and 
have all things properly prepared for the 
formation. It must be understood that 
the grooming, trimming and saddling of 
a horse are definitely fixed and that 
there is a definite right way to do it, 
which must be followed. This injunction 
applies to officers of all components. 

“4. From time to time elements of 
the Army are called upon to take part 
in ceremonies in local communities. It 
is for us to decide whether or not any 
troops will participate. However, if 
troops do turn out, the Commanding Offi- 
cer who has authorized their detail will 
be held responsible that their appear- 
ance is highly creditable, following the 
highest standards and best traditions of 
the Army. 

“5. Certain additions can be made to 
the equipment which add greatly to the 
appearance of the mounted men and to 
the appearance of mounted organiza- 
tions. White canvas saddle pads can be 
made at very little cost and add much 
to appearance. To this should be added 
properly colored brow bands and nose 
bands, with white halter tie ropes. If 
there is proper interest and initiative, 
appropriate coloring can be added to the 
border of the saddle pads, which helps 
the general appearance. 

“6. In the case of the individual 
Cavalry trooper, there are several things 
that can be done. When the Cavalry 
blanket wears out, the wear generally 
shows most along the folds. The sal- 
vaged blanket can be torn into four 
equal parts. These can be bound in col- 
lored canvas or other stiff material, 
making a very suitable and attractive 
pad to place over the folded blanket 
when the Cavalry horse is being saddled. 
Add to this the white tie rope and the 
colored brow band and nose band, and 
the equipment becomes complete and at- 
tractive. 

“7, In the Field Artillery the white 
canvas pad for all animals in harness 
or ridden by enlisted men should be 
bound in red, with red trimmings on the 
bridles. Red pads are also satisfactory. 
To avoid having these pads work back 
on the horse under the saddle, they 
should contain a slit several inches be- 
low the backbone of the animal so that 
the cinch can pass through. There are 
several different ways to make this ad- 
justment for the field saddle. 

“8. There are in the office of the 
Corps Area Commander a number of 
samples available for inspection. The 
Commanding Officer, Columbus General 
Depot, states that he has a large number 
of condemned canvas cot covers which 
can be made into white saddle pads 
properly arched at the top. 

“9, It is important that this whole 
question be corrected because as it now 
stands we are permitting this one ele- 
ment of the Army to mar the appearance 
of our commands. Every officer in any 
way responsible for the appearance of 





a mounted command must investigate 
this matter at once, to the end that j 
may be properly adjusted within hig op 
ganization. The transformation desire 
must permeate all organizations having 
mounted troops or mounted men,”

When 
the local situation permits, war eondi- 
tions should be simulated during part 
of the march and stress laid upon tae. 
tical formations, night marches, ma’ 
and breaking camp under cover of dark. 
ness, and concealment and security in 
bivouac. 

“(3) For cogent reasons, Corps Area 
and Department Commanders and conm- 
manders of exempted stations may au 
thorize units of their commands to omit 
this annual march. 


Conduct of Field Exercises 

“(1) Field exercises should be pre 
pared according to a progressive plan 
They should envisage defense against 
chemicals, aviation and high speed ar 
mored vehicles. In exercises held by a 
single arm, provision should be made to 
simulate coordination with such units of 
other arms as normally cooperate with 
it in war. 
(2) Some exercises should be held 
with units at existing strength; other 
with units combined to form the strength 
prescribed for Initial Mobilization. 

Air Corps 
“(1) Individual training of junior off- 
cers will be stressed, with emphasis apn 
gunnery and bombing, combat firing and 
observation. Organizational _ training 
will be conducted with special reference 
to coordination with other arms. 
“(2) Detailed instructions will appear 
in the annual letter “Air Corps Train 
ing, Heavier-than-Air,” to be issued. 
All Combat Arms 

“Special attention will be paid to night 
operations; cooperation with frienily 
aircraft and defense against hostile alr 





craft; use of non-toxic chemicals and 
defense against chemicals; defense 
against high-speed armored vehicles ;

tional officers to man ships now build- 
ing and authorized, has been before the 
Bureau of the Budget for several weeks 
now without any action. Nor has the 
bill approved by the committee ever been 
passed on by the Budget Bureau, As 
a result during the two day hearings 
conducted by the House Naval Com- 
mittee, Mar. 27 and 28, representatives 
of the Navy Department were not able 
to give official endorsement of the meas- 
ure, 

Admiral William H. Standley, Chief 
of Naval Operations, was called by the 
House group. He told the Committee 
that he could not support the bill as a 
Department or Administration measure, 
but that if it were approved by the Bud- 
get it would meet with his views. Con- 
struction of new ships under the Depart- 
ment’s program, make it “perfectly ob- 
vious” that additional officers will be 
needed, Admiral Standley said. 

“It is absolutely essential that we 
take some steps to insure the commis- 
sioning of all the graduates from the 
Naval Academy this year,” he added. 

In bringing the bill before the Com- 
mittee, the chairman, Representative 
Carl Vinson, of Ga., declared that it 
had been “culled out of the personnel 
bill” because he thought it would expe- 
dite consideration of this phase while 
other matters in the bill might take 
mee time and cause considerable de- 
ay. 

Representative Darrow, Rep. of Pa. 
asked whether there should not be some 
provision in the bill to increase the per- 
centage of officers in the higher ranks 
rather than carrying the excess in the 
grade of ensign. 

“In my opinion,” answered Admiral 
Standley, “as the number of the offi- 
cers in the Navy increases, a change in 
these percentages, I feel, will have to 
be made sooner or later.” 

“When we go fully into the question 
of personnel,” declared Chairman Vin- 
son, “then we can ascertain what are 
their views about the percentages. I 
do not think we should mix up with 
this legislation the question of percent- 
ages.” 

Asked by Representative Darden, Dem. 
of Va., whether he favored commission- 
ing the qualified graduates of last year’s 
class, Admiral Standley said that per- 
sonally he would be glad to see them 
commissioned, that he thought there was 
a need for them. 

“They would be very useful in the next 
two years when we will require extra 
pilots for the new planes that are com- 
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ing in,” said the Chief of Operations. 
“A number of them have gone to Kelly 
Field and qualified as aviators. They 
are just the kind of people we need in 
the Navy.” 

Admiral Standley stated that there 
would be no expense involved in bring- 
ing them back into the service other 
than their pay and the cost of trans- 
portation. He said that their pay or 
rank would not be retroactive. 

Rear Adm, William D. Leahy, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation was next 
called by the committee. Chairman 
Vinson asked him why the Navy Depart- 
ment had asked for only half of the 
classes last year, and Admiral Leahy 
told him that he did not know why this 
was done as he was not here at the 
time. He added that he was quite sure 
that at that time there were not more 
officers than there were places for. 


Admiral Leahy told the committee 
that the Navy would be 101 Line offi- 
cers short of complements in 1934. He 
said that 5,999 officers were necessary 
for the 1984 operating force plan, and 
there would be only 5,898 available un- 
less the bill was passed. For 1935, he 
stated, 6,263 Line officers would be nec- 
essary, while under present law there 
will be only 5,797 available and under 
the proposed bill only 5,973. Under the 
proposed bill, he continued, there 
would eventually be about 6,500 offi- 
cers. This number will not sufficient to 
man the treaty Navy, he added. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion said that he favored bringing back 
the qualified members of last year’s 
class. He said that applications had 
been received from 17 of them and that 
he believed about 40 would be secured 
from the class. Representative Britten 
asked Admiral Leahy whether or not 
an increase in the number of ensigns 
would not bring about a “hump” in the 
promotion, and how it could be elimi- 
nated. 

“There is now a very serious hump 
in the Lieutenant’s grade which is ef- 
fectively stopping the promotion of 
young officers,” replied the Admiral, 
“The only possible way to correct that 
faulty promotion situation is to adopt 
what was proposed in a bill submitted 
some years ago, to select those young 
officers for promotion, letting those who 
do not succeed in being promoted be 
separated from the Service in some way 
in the lower grades.” 


Representative Britten declared that 
he favored extension of selection to the 
lower grades. 

“The idea is that if you had selec- 
tion down there, quite a number of them 
would not go up,” the Tilinois Congress- 
man, said, “and they would retire. 
Many of them ought to be retired. There 
are many officers of the Line who came 
in during the war, never expecting to 
be commissioned personnel; but Con- 
gress has always been grateful, and 
many times has slopped over with it. 
These people have been blocking the 
line of promotion for other people who 
came out of the Naval Academy.” 

“I agree that selections should go 
down to at least the grade of lieutenant 
commander,” stated Chairman Vinson. 

In regard to the proposal to bring 
back members of the 1933 class, Ad- 
miral Leahy said he favored giving 
them precedence among their own class- 
mates, by commissioning them ahead of

the 1934 class and in the order of their 
standing at graduation. The bill now 
before the Budget so provides, he said. 

Representative Britten questioned Ad- 
miral Leahy as to the matter of in- 
creasing percentages in the higher ranks. 

“There is a shortage of officers in the 
different grades, but that question has 
not been given as much study as I 
would like to give it before expressing 
an opinion upon it,” he replied. “It is 
not essential at this time to take up the 
question. The important thing at the 
present time, it seems to me, is not to 
lose the graduates of the Naval Aca- 
demy this year. The question of the 
distribution of the officers can be taken 
up at some very much later date, if 
Congress wishes to consider that ques- 
tion.” 

Capt. J. S. McCain, USN, chief of the 
Planning Division of the Bureau of Na- 
vigation, also testified. He stated that 
as soon as the bill is passed or seems 
assured of passage, the Department will 
communicate with those members of last 
year’s class who were not commissioned 
due to lack of vacancies. Under the 
terms of the bill as reported by the 
committee, those qualified would be com- 
missioned as of June 1, 19384 and would 
take rank according to their class stand- 
ing ahead of the Class of 1934.

IN OVERRIDING THE PRESIDENT’S VETO of the Independent Offices Act, 
Congress was in part inspired by the unfortunate situation in which the Economy 
Law had placed the personnel of the Regular Armed Forces. In neither House 
was there much expression of the determination to ease the hardships imposed 
upon the Regular Establishments, but the determination was there notwithstand- 
ing, and it was strengthened both by the purpose to render justice and by the 
realization that National Defense demands fair treatment for those who have worn, 
are wearing @nd will some day wear the uniform. What has been won as a result 
of Congressional action is not only partial restoration of pay and amelioration of 


the pay. f , but recognition of the soldier and sailor and marine, commis- 
sioned . enlisted, as subjects of governmental consideration. That that recog- 
nition * receive further expression, that it should do so, is clear to any one 


who knows the facts. The law as passed withholds 5 per cent of pay, and applies 
the longevity limitation upon the pay freeze repeal. In his present frame of mind, 
perhaps resentful at the failure of Congress to uphold his veto, the President 
probably is saying he will not restore on Jan. 1 next the fraction of pay withheld, 
nor recommend the repeal of the longevity limitation. We shall hope further con- 
sideration will cause Mr. Roosevelt to change his mind. The temper of the coun- 
try, as expressed by its Congressional representatives, establishes that it will not 
tolerate a kind of economy which strikes at the uniform, particularly in view of 
the tremenduous sums being distributed in the form of dole. The people know the 
cost of living is rising—the Federal Reserve Bulletin for March, as well as the 
Labor Department and other statistics, officially reports the fact—and they know 
further that the pay of the Services is fixed and cannot be advanced save by 
law. Realizing this situation, the Army AND Navy JouRNAL, as its readers know, 
has labored in season and out of season to obtain the abolition of the pay cut 
and the pay freeze, and we are encouraged by the popular sentiment which has 
been developed to continue the effort to remove all the limitations ‘imposed, and 
also to obtain a revision of existing pay schedules so as to assure officers and men 
the compensation to which their responsibilities entitle them. In this effort we 
urge those who joined in the demand for the passage of the Independent Offices 
Act, to participate. The power of unity has been demonstrated; let us all see 
that it obtain further expression. 


THW MILITARY AND NAVAL FORCES OF THE UNITED STATES have a 
vital interest in the campaign this year for the United States Senatorship from 
Pennsylvania. Usually, the AkRMy AND Navy JouRNAL refrains from expressing an 
opinion as between candidates, contenting itself with a presentation of their rec- 
ords on issues touching National Defense and the welfare of the components of 
the Army and the Navy. But in this instance it feels justified in emphasizing, 
especially to the voters of Pennsylvania, the record made by their senior Senator, 
Col. David A. Reed. As Chairman of the Senate Military Committee, he was re- 
sponsible for legislation which has been of immeasurable benefit to the welfare of 
the Armies of the United States, including the Regular Army, the National Guard, 
the Officers Reserve Corps and the ©.M.T.C. He served as a member of the 
American Delegation to the London Disarmament Conference, and demonstrated 
his usual high measure of ability and diplomacy in handling the delicate ques- 
tions which developed there; and his insistence upon equality for the American 
Fleet played an important part in such an agreement. Because of his membership 
on the Senate Appropriations Committee, he has been responsible for adequate 
funds for the components of the Army, including the National Guard, and during 
the period when economy ruled the recommendations of the Budget Bureau, it was 
Senator Reed who forced the grant of adequate sums, both for the Army and 
for the National Guard. The Army regards him as one of its most vigorous 
friends, the Navy feels safe in leaving matters of its concern to his judgment. 
Reports indicate that Colonel Reed’s renomination and reelection are assured, 
but the National Guard of Pennsylvania and those who have worn the uniform 
should leave nothing to chance. Because the country and especially its National 
defense cannot afford to lose Colonel Reed, the Army anD Navy JournaL appeals 
= all in Pennsylvania so interested to see that he is returned to the United States 
Senate. 


THE PRESIDENT TOLD THE COUNTRY the plain truth when in a statement 
accompanying the approval of the Vinson bill he said it was not a measure for the 
construction of a single warship but merely a declaration of Congressional policy 
that the United States should be provided with a Treaty Navy. He further in the 
same statement expressed the “personal hope” that the international naval con- 
ference to be held next year would extend all existing limitations and agree to 
further reductions, and, in accordance with this view, the White House indicatedt 
that Mr. Roosevelt would not approve the request of the Navy Department for an im- 
mediate appropriation of $37,000,000 with which to start the authorized program. 
Simultaneously, Mr. Vinson publicly announced that the money to begin work on 
part of the vessels would be granted during the present session. Here, then, is 
a distinct clash between the Chief Executive and the powerful Chairman of the 
Naval Committee of the House of Representatives. The former showed his sym- 
pathy for the strengthening of the Fleet by the allotments he authorized last sum- 
mer under the Public Works Act, but he is now committed to the continuance 
of existing limitations and to further reductions in spite of the fact that all other 
nations have embarked upon ambitious programs, and Japan, for example, is well 
up to Treaty strength in under-age ships. Mr. Vinson, however, is fortified by 
the fact that both Houses of Congress unmistakably declared for American equality 
upon the seas, and, unless buried in the House Appropriations Committee, probably 
Congress will grant the modest appropriation the Navy Department is seeking.

Promotion Bills—With the promotion problem in the Army looming larger 
and larger as the years drag on, it is interesting to review the measures which 
have been proposed in and out of Congress to relieve the situation. For six or 
seven years the problem has been acute; measures have been introduced in Cop. 
gress, some of which have passed one of the houses and failed or died in the 
other. Virtually always some group vigorously opposes a bill and eventually it ig 
defeated because of this lack of unanimity among the groups and consequently 
among their friends in Congress. In view of this it is startling to note how 
closely the various measures approximate each other on one of the most basic 
of promotion principles: length of service desirable for promotion to each of the 
various grades. When bills representing such divergent opinions agree so closely 
on this important principle, it would seem that an understanding could be reached 
that would result in actual legislation and genuine promotion relief instead of 
misunderstanding and continued suffering. 

The following table shows how closely a number of important bills have been 
in the matter of years of service for promotion to the various grades and the 
percentages permitted in the upper grades: '

Navy Selection Diseussed—During the hearings on the bill authorizing the com:

“They make the selections in accordance with their conscience,” replied Ad- 

Leahy. “There is provision of law which points out the exact method that 
they shall follow, but they examine all of these service records, and make up their 
minds as to which ones of the officers concerned are, in their individual opinions, 
pest qualified for promotion. Then they vote on it, and those who get six votes out 
of the nine are promoted.” 

“| want to clarify this point,“ Mr. McFarlane declared, “Is this Selection Board 
pound to follow the service record in making promotions, or are they allowed to go 
gutside of the service records, and ‘bounce’ a fellow, if they want to, so to speak, 
and promote someone, on their own conscience, I would say, seperate and apart from 
the service records.”

the United States Military Academy, the furnishing of new overcoats to the entire 
National Guard, the matter of furnishing .22 caliber pistols to the organizations

The develop- 
ment of lighting devices for these aiming circles has not been completed, as the 
a Artillery Board desired some changes in the experimental types it tested re- 
cently.

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Air Mail Developments 


While the Post Office and Commerce 
Departments were making preparations 
for inviting new bids for the restoration 
of contracts to commercial firms, the 
Army Air Corps continued this week 
strengthening its organization for the 
earrying of the air mails. 

Authority was given by the Depart- 
ment this week for Finance Officers to 
pay the $5 per diem allowance avthor- 
ized by the Act passed last week. Pay- 
ment will be retroactive to February 10, 
the day the Army was ordered to carry 
the mail. 

Safety factors continued to be stressed 
this week. Also the service continued 
to take in reserve officers and commer- 
cial pilots who lost their jobs as the 
result of the cancellation of the air mail 
contracts. 

Senator McKellar on Thursday re- 
ported to the Senate a substitute com- 
mittee bill providing for the return of 
the Air Mail to private companies. 

The bill provides for the setting up of 
a committee of seven members consist- 
ing of representatives of the Post Office, 
War and Navy Departments, air mail 
centractors, and air mail pilots to ar- 
range for the exchange of personnel be- 
tween the Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
and civilian aviation. This is done, re- 
cites the bill, to “improve National De- 
fense, promote the art of flying, and 
secure for air mail and military and na- 
val pilots the benefit of training in both 
military and commercial aviation.”

cers in the Army, Navy or Marire Corps 
may be called to active duty with these 
services under the bill and regular and 
reserve officers of the three services may 
be detailed for training in air mail fly- 
ing. Commissioned officers when detailed 
to air mail flying, it is provided, shall 
receive the pay and allowances of their 
rank and in addition the per diem pro- 
vided for civilian employes of the gov- 
ernment. The assignment shall not 
change their military status or take 
away any rights or benefits of their 
rights. Reserve officers performing gov- 
ernment duty and their dependents shall 
be entitled to the same benefits as regu- 
lar officers. 

The following radio was dispatched 
this week to Zone Commanders by the 
Chief of Air Corps: 

“Instructions Army Air Corps mail op- 
erations are published for compliance by 
all concerned: Authority and respon- 
sibility for the clearance of aircraft en- 
gaged in mail operations will be vested 
in control officers. Control officers will 
be skilled pilots of long experience and 
good judgment. Control officers will 
maintain detailed and continued study 
of meteorological conditions along all 
routes for which they are responsible. 
Control officers will maintain the closest 
contact with local weather bureau au- 
thorities and commercial aircraft opera- 
tors with a view to utilizing their knowl- 
edge and experience to a maximum. 
©ontrol officers are hereby authorized to 
clear aircraft engaged in mail operators 
providing there is no probability of the 
existence of icing conditions along the 
route, and the control officer believes 
after considering all factors involved in- 
cluding weather conditions, experience 
and training of personnel, conditions of 
flying equipment, radio equipment, navi- 
gation and flying instruments, that the 
flight can be accomplished; provided 
further, that weather reports along the 
route indicate during daylight operations 
a ceiling of at least 500 feet and during 
night operations a ceiling of at least 
1,000 feet and the probability of beacon 
to beacon visibility. At stopping points 
where no control officers are stationed 
pilots will comply with the above. All 
instructions issued by Zone Commanders 
in conflict with the above will be mod- 
ified accordingly.” 

Former civilian air mail pilots who 
lost their jobs because of contract can- 
cellations are being tested out by the 
Air Corps with a view to utilizing their 
services to fly the mails over their old 
routes, in accordance with the desire of 
President Roosevelt to see as many such 
former mail pilots as practicable receive 
employment. 

Those undergoing test are all reserve 
officers of the Army Air Corps, but for- 
mer mail pilots who are not Reservists 
also are eligible to apply, providing loss 
of their jobs has been the result of con- 
tract cancellations. 

Civilian pilots who are not Reserve 
officers would be paid in accordance 
with the number of years’ experience in 
flying the air mails, up to three years 
entitling them to the pay of a Second 
Lieutenant, Air Corps, of flying status; 
from three to seven years, the pay of a 
First Lieutenant, Air Corps, on flying 
status, and more than seven years, the 
pay of a Captain, Air Corps, on flying 
status. , 

According to an announcement made 
by Lt. Col. H. H. Arnold, Commander 
of the Western Zone Army Air Mail Op- 
erations at Salt Lake City, the Army’s 
Agitation School at Rockwell Field has 
been discontinued temporarily; seven 
planes and four instructors having been 
dispersed to the main operating ter- 
minals in Western United States to con- 
tinue instrument flying instructions 
among Army mail pilots. 

Capt. Westside T. Larson, senior in- 
structor of the Avigation School, has 
been placed in charge of the instruction 
with headquarters at Salt Lake City.

Sign Navy Bill 


Declaring that it was “merely a state- 
ment of the policy of the present Con- 
gress, and whether it will be carried 
out depends on the action of future 
Congresses” President Roosevelt on 
March 27 affixed his signature to the 
Vinson naval construction bill, authoriz- 
ing building the Navy to treaty strength. 

In a statement issued as he performed 
the last step to make the measure a 
law, the President said that he wanted 
to clear up “some public misapprehen- 
sion” with regard to the bill, and point- 
ed out that it does not provide for the 
construction “of a single additional 
United States warship” as it is a mere 
authorization bill. 

“It has been and will be the policy 
of the Administration to favor continued 
limitation of naval armaments,” the 
President stated, “It is my personal 
hope that the naval conference to 
held in 1935 will extend all existing 
limitations and agree to further reduc- 
tions.” 

The President’s statement has been 
variously interpreted. Some view it as 
an attempt on his part to allay talk of 
a “naval building race” and to avoid 
the appearance that the United States 
is raising a “big stick.” Others how- 
ever are of the opinion that he considers 
the bill a gesture, as trading materiai 
at the next conference and does not 
intend to go ahead with the yearly 
building program laid out by the Navy 
Department under its authority. 

Officials of the Navy have said that 
they intend to ask funds for laying down 
12 destroyers and six submarines during 
the next fiscal year, either by a supple- 
mental appropriation or with PWA 
money. Rumors were circulated this 
week that the President had turned 
down this request. However it was 
stated at the Navy Department that 
they had not as yet submitted any pro- 
gram for consideration. 

When the President signed the bill 
Secretary of the Navy Claude A. Swan- 
son, Assistant Secretary Henry L. Roose- 
velt, Representative Carl Vinson, Dem. 
of Ga., chairman of the House Naval 
Committee, and Representative Fred A 
Britten, Rep. of Ill, were present. 

The text of the Presidents statement 
follows: 

“Because there is some public mis- 
apprehension of fact in relation to the 
Vinson Bill, it is only right that its 
main provision should be made wholly 
clear. 

“This is not a law for the construction 
of a single additional United States war- 
ship. 

“The general purpose of the bill is 
solely a statement by the Congress that 
it approves the building of our Navy up 
to and not beyond the strength in vari- 
ous types of ships authorized, first, by 
the Washington Naval Limitation Treaty 
of 1922 and, secondly, by the London 
Naval Limitation Treaty of 1930. 

“As has been done on several occas- 
sions in our history, the bill authorizes 
certain future construction and the word 
“authorization” is, therefore, merely a 
statement of the policy of the present 
Congress. Whether it will be carried 
out depends on the action of future 
Oongresses. 

“It has been and will be the policy of 
the Administration to favor continued 
limitation of naval armaments. It is 
my personal hope that the naval con- 
ference to he held in 1935 will extend 
all existing limitation and agree to 
further reductions.” 





Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of Federg} 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended Mar. 21, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2. 
521,000,000, a decrease of $14,000.00 
compared with the preceding week and 
of $590,000,000 compared with the cop. 
responding week in 1933. 

On Mar. 21 total Reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,508,000,000, a decreage 
of $24,000,000 for the week. This de 
crease corresponds with increases of 
$35,000,000 in monetary gold stock and 
$11,000,000 in Treasury and National 
bank currency and decreases of $11, 
000,000 in money in circulation and §5.. 
000,000 in member bank reserve bal- 
ances, offset in part by increases of 
$26,000,000 in Treasury cash and (de. 
posits with Federal Reserve banks and 
$12,000,000 in nonmember deposits and 
other Federal Reserve accounts. 

The System’s holdings of bills dig 
counted and of bills bought in open 
market declined $4,000,000 each and of 
Treasury certificates and bills $132,000- 
000, while holdings of United States 
Treasury notes increased $132,000,000,

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Qualification In Arms 


With the reinstatement of target 
practice for qualification in arms on 
July 1, 1934 there will go into effect a 
new method of control over the payment 
of additional compensation to enlisted 
men of the Army. 

Funds available to the War Depart- 
ment for payment to qualified men have 
been sharply reduced and it has been 
necessary to devise a system sufficiently 
flexible to be operated with fairness to 
al! and yet to limit expenditures to the 
money available. A new executive order 
has been issued by the President mak- 
ing it possible for the War Department 
to make the necessary changes, 

Upon the passage of the annual War 
Department appropriation act when the 
total of the funds available for such ad- 
ditional pay is known, the War Depart- 
ment, basing its action upon such funds, 
will issne instructions to the effect that 
during the ensuing fiscal year men at- 
taining the grade of expert or perhaps 
the grades of expert and sharp shooter 
will receive marksmanship pay and will 
fix a rate of pay for the grade or grades 
so authorized. The rate established will 
be the highest possible with the funds 
appropriated and may be $5, $4, $3, $2, 
or $1 per month, All men who attain 
the specified grade or grades will be 
paid the rate established so long as ade- 
quate funds are available. 

Thus, in place of the old system of 
alloting a certain number of qualifica- 
tion ratings under which some experts 
drew expert’s pay some drew sharp- 
shooter’s pay and some perhaps drew 
nothing, the new method will prescribe 
a certain number of grades and a cer- 
tain rate of pay and all men who qualify 
in the grade specified will share equally 
in the awards, thus permitting a more 
equitable distribution of the money avail- 
able and yet providing a system suffi- 
ciently flexible to enable the Depart- 
ment to keep expenditures within the 
appropriated funds. 





Favors Restoration of Status 

The Senate Military Committee yes- 
terday voted to report favorably a bill 
providing that Maj. Wilbur Rogers, 
USA-Ret., shall be restored to Class A 
and be considered to have been retired 
for physical disability. The measure al- 
ready has been passed by the House. 





General Hagood’s Program 

An order covering the training of re- 
cruits has just been issued by Maj. Gen. 
Johnson Hagood, Commander of the 
Third Army and of the BWighth Corps 
Area. 

This order puts into effect General 
Hagood’s firm conviction that recruits 
should be taught the essentials, such as 
the use of their weapons, marching, and 
obedience to orders, before any attempt 
is made to teach the soldiers the refine- 
ments of close order drills and cere- 
monies. 





Army Supply Bill 

In spite of the fact that the bill has 
not been referred to his committee by 
the House, Representative Ross A, Col- 
lins, of Meridian, Miss., chairman of the 
subcommittee on Army Appropriations, 
has been conducting hearings this week 
on. the increases in the War Department 
appropriation bill made by the Senate. 

At these “informal hearings” Mr. Col- 
lins called upon Secretary of War Dern, 
General Douglas MacArthur, chief of 
staff; Maj. Gen. James F. McKinley, The 
Adjutant General, and other officers to 
explain the changes made in the bill by 
the Senate. 

This action is considered quite un- 
usual. In the case of the Independent 
offices bill the committee did reconsider 
the measure when it came back from the 
Senate but in this instance the House 
specifically directed that this be done. 
However, in the case of the Army Dill 
no such specific direction was given. 

The bill is expected to be sent to con- 
ference by the House, but as yet neither 
house has appointed conferees. 

Representative Collins is determined 
to defeat the increases granted by the 
Senate. In a recent issue of the Con- 
gressional Record he inserted his argu- 


ment against them for the edification of 
his colleagues. 

“I have reason to believe,” Mr. Collins 
said, “that Members shortly will be del- 
uged with letters and telegrams urging 
support of those amendments of the Sen- 
ate to the War Department appropria- 
tion bill with respect to the civilian com- 
ponents of our military forces. I feel, 
therefore, they would appreciate having 
the facts congregated and made conveni- 
ently accessible. 

“The amounts included in the War 
Department appropriation bill as re- 
ported to and passed by the House and 
as passed by the Senate for the civilian 
components of the Regular Army, con- 
tracted with the amounts available for 
expenditure during the current fiscal 
year, are as follows:

“With the exception of the first item 
—armory drills for the National Guard 
—the House figures are in exact agree- 
ment with the President's Budget. The 
Budget included provision for 36 armory 
drills for the National Guard, the num- 
ber with pay to which the Guard has 
been limited the present fiscal year by 
budgetary limitation. The House made 
provision for 6 additional drills, or 42 
with pay, all told, upon the assurance, 
and only upon the assurance, that 42 
drills with pay would be acceptable to 
the National Guard Bureau and the Na- 
tional Guard Association, I and other 
members of the War Department sub- 
committee have every reason to believe 
that there has not been, and will not be, 
a change of front by those directive 














forces of the National Guard. The com- 
mittee and the House have been able to 
depend upon them heretofore, and there 
is no basis for believing that our faith 
is not well grounded. Personally, I 
resent any imputation to the contrary. 
I quote the following by permission of 
the writer from a letter dated March 15, 
1934, from General BE. A. Walsh, the 
adjutant general of the State of Minne- 
sota, as follows:
